LIEUT. GRAYDON’S HIGH EXPLOSIVE, 


An American’ Officer’s Negotiations with 
the French Government.

Lonpon, Jan. 8.:—In a few days a series of 
interesting experiments will be made in 
France by Lieut. Graydon, late of the United 
States navy, to demonstrate the efficacy of 
his new explosive—Graydonmite, or a 
new method of firing high explosives 
in the form of shells from  ordi- 
nary guns—for the purpose of selung 
the inventions to the French Government. 
The Lieutenant is at present staying in this 
city witn friends. As long ago as last Oc- 
tober erroneous statements were published 
that the invention had been sold to the 
French Government for various large 
amounts. A few days ago the re- 
port was revived by the arrival of 
the Lieutenant and his business associate, 
R. S. Lawrence, in London. The reports 
evidently originated from the fact that the 
American patents on the Graydon invention 
are controlled vy the Graydon Dynamite Pro- 
jectile, Cartridge & High Explosive Com- 
pany, to which the Lieutenant some time 
ago disposed of the majority of his 
interest. The company made  over- 
tures for the purchase of the 
British and Continental rights, and pending 
the Lieutenant’s answer opened negotiations 
with foreign Governments for the sale of the 
process. Lieut. Graydon’s refusal to sell his 
rights caused the company to withdraw the 
foreigr proposals, and the process has not 
yet been sold to any European Government.

| LEGITIME’S STAR FALLING. 


GEN, HIPPOLYTE’S CONTROL OF HAYTI 
A QUESTION OF A SHORT TIME. 


Four Sharp Battles in the Last Ten Days in 
Which Legitime Fares Badly—His Prep- 
arations to Fly When the Crash Comes— 
Movements of the United States War 
Ships and the Haytian Republic—Stories 
of Cannibalism and Other Shocking 
Practices in the Interior. 


Port av Prince, Hayti, Dec. 30.—The dep- 
osition of Legitime by the dissatisfied cit:- 
zens of the Capital or by the advancing vic- 
torious troops under Hippolyte appears to be 
shortly expected by all the immediate sup- 
porters of Legitime. He has thrown into 
prison all prominent citizens and residents of 
the north in Port au Prince suspected of op- 
posing him. 

Three battles have been fought and lost by 
the Legitimists in the last ten days. The 
first, near Hinchee, was most disastrous, 
followed by an engagement Dec. 22 a few 
miles northeast by road from here. During 
the rapid retreat on the Capital two di- 
visions of the Southern army deserted to the 
pursuing Northerners. A stand was made 
the next day at a rising knoll by the dis- 
pirited army of the south, and they were 
able to stand but a short time against Hippo- 
lyte’s assaults. 

The army of the north are intrenching 
themselves some twenty miles from Port au 
Prince, completing their lines of communi- 
cation, reorganizing their augmented army, 
and awaiting the arrival of recently pur- 
chased arms and munitions of war. They are 
aiso devastating the great agricuitural sec- 
tion where they are now encamped and from 
which Legitime received the greater portion 
of his supplies. 

Gen. Hippolyte, having been elected an 
declared Provisional Presicent by the Cen- 
tral and Northern Departments, on his capt- 
ure of the Capital will demand a Congress 
of Deputies from all the departments and 
the election of a Permanent President, de- 
claring Legitime’s election unconstitutional 
and void. He will probably then be the only 
candidate in the field. 

Reports of defeats and desertions have 
raised to a high pitch of excitement the in- 
habitants of this section, and hence Legitime 
is imprisoning all the possible ringleaders in 
a revolt against him. 

He is showing great activity in securing 
„volunteers“ through press gangs, who 
seize the laborers in the fields and bring 
them to the barracks, frequently in chains, 
to prevent their escaping. 

HORRIBLE PRACTICES. 

Without law life or property is unsafe in 
this section. Excesses ef every kind are the 
rule, The horrid canabalistic rights of vou- 
dooism are revived, and reports reach this 
city of a meeting of several thousand Christ- 
mas night near Jacmel and the sacrifice of 
a young girl and the greedy scram- 
ble for some portion of the half- 
cooked flesh. The devastation of the 
central part of the island has been the cause 
of the robbery of the recently buried bodies 
and the devouring of the same. These are 
well authenticated facts. The inhabitants of 
the imterior are even more degraded than 
their African ancestors. They are rarely 
brought in contact with any evidences of 
civilization, ‘and can be easily led by any 
scheming adventurer. 

MOB KULE FEARED. 

Gen. Auguste, a resident of the north, has 
been thrown into the military prison here, 
and his assassination is feared. The Capital 
is denuded of troops and mob rule is feared.

The schooner Aurora was captured in San 
Domingo waters; her mail-bag, weighted 
with lead, was seized before it could be thrown 
overboard, the letters opened and found 
to contain statements implicating some 
thirty prominent persons at present 
in Port au Prince, most of whom 
were previously unsuspected. All have been 
thrown into prison, and it is feared that all 
will be shot or held as hostages in attempts 
to parley with the Northern forces, and on 
their near approach to this city summarily 
shot. Many of these persons heid hign posi- 
tions in Legitime’s Government. 

The seizure of the vessel in foreign waters 
offering no reason for such action was an- 
other highhanded outrage. The cargo of 
provisions were instantly appropriated as 
being much needed. 

The whole Haytian navy, consisting of 
some eighty vessels, occupied the inner har- 
bor Dec. 24 and 25, thus rendering null and 
void any previous blockade. The Hay- 
tians claim they were ordered in to 
prevent the seizure of the steamship Haytian 
Republic, but their real mission was to de- 
fend Port au Prince from the Hippolyte 
forces. The French Minister, Le Comte de 
Leo Masons, will be recalied as soon as Hip- 
polyte, who has already called a protest to 
Paris, reaches Port au Prince. 

THE STEAMER HAYTIAN REPUBLIC. 

Tne steamship Haytian Republic is still in 
the hands of Admiral Luce, as the agent of 
the owner, R. C. Morse, cannot receive her 
until she is in a more presentable 
state. While she has been thoroughly 
disinfected by the Surgeon of the United 
States steamer Galena and her Captain, Mr. 
Compton, her condition, by reason of her 
occupancy by the Haytian guaras, is filthy in 
the extreme. She is now anchored under 
the guns of the Galena. | 

The Yantic arrived in the harbor the early 
morning of Dec. 29 with dispatches from the 
State and Navy Departments, received via 
cable at Santiago de Cuba. The Haytian 
public, under command of Lieut. Spiers, wi 


Galena, will steam Jan. 1 to Santiago 
de Cuba, where she will be recoaled and 
turned over officially to her owner, Mr. Morse, 
who will then collect acrew.

Battimonke, Md., Jan. 8.—A brutal murder 
was committed today in the northern portion 
of this city, and the guilty person walked 
away leaving no trace behind. Mrs. Mar- 
gareta Schneider, a German woman about 60 
years of age, recently movod into the three 


story brick dwelling, No. 8 West Fifth street. 


But little was known of her beyond the fact 
that two women, presumably her daughters, 
lived with her. About half-past 6 this 
afternoon the old lady came out the front 
door and called to one of the men employed 
at the engine-house opposite. Her head 
was tied up with a bloody cloth ana she was 
scarcely able to speak. An examination re- 
vealed that fact that she had been terrihly 
beaten with some blunt weapon. Her skull 
was fractured and her left ear almpst 
severed from the head. The house was 
in disorder, spattered on 
the bed of the second 
story front room and was trailed over the 
carpet and down the steps leading to the 
front door. The old woman was taken to the 
hospital and several times said in German 
what sounded like “Iaa did it.” She died 
at 8:30 tonight. One of the women who lived 
in the house was known as Mrs. Meyernoff. 
She and a boy said to be her son went sev- 
eral days ago to visit triends in Philadelphia. 
The whereabouts of the other woman are not 
known. A child saw a woman leave by the 
back gate about an hour before the crime 
was discovered, and one of the neighbors 
heard sounds of a quarrel and struggle about 
2o’clock. Further than this the affair is 
shrouded im mystery. The house has not 
borne a first-class reputation, and an opium- 
smoking layout“ was found in one of the 
rooms. It is believed the murder was com- 
mitted by a woman, and that she changed 
her clothing before leaving, as a bidod- 
stained dress was found in the back room. 
The various bureau drawers appear to hive 
been ransacked, and the crime may have 
— done for the purpose of robping the 
ouse. | 1

“HIGH LICENSE” IN NEW YORK. 
: | 


A Moderate Measure to Be Reported by 
the Commissioners. 

NEw York, Jan. 8.—[Snpecial.}—The Com- 
missioners appointed to recommend the re- 
vision of the New. York excise laws have 
nearly completed their labors. The bill is 
now in shape, and the repprt will be ready 
for signature tomorrow. Dr. Crosby will 
take the measure to the Legislature and ask 
that body to pass it. Although it is called 
a high-licehse measure, it would not 

80 regarded in IIIIndois. The 
bill provides that the license for saloons sell- 
ing all classes of liquor shall not be less than 
$300 nor more than $500 in cities and not less 
than $100 nor more than $200 in towns. This 
will be regarded in Illinois and other high 
license and’ locai option Western States as a 
peculiar *‘ high license measure. The sell- 
ing of hquor Sunday is prohibited and the 
number of saloons is restricted to one for 
each 500 inhabitants. No liquor is to be sold 
at any county fair or within 200 feet of the 
grounds, exceptin cities of over 500,000 in- 
habitants. The report will be signed by four 
of the seven Commissioners. One of the 
other three, Mr. Kruse, thinks it does not go 
far enough and the other two think the bill 
is too strong.

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PROTESTS FROM THEWEST 


PLATTS BOOM FOR THE CABINET IN- 
CREASES GEN. HARRISON'S MAIL. 


Large Numbers of Letters Urging Opposi- 
tion to a New York Man for Secretary 
of the Treasury Daily Received by the 
President-Elect — Alleged Scheme in 
West Virginia to Throw Kanawba Coun- 
ty Returns, Thereby Electing Fleming 
and a Democratic Legislature. | 

InpiaNaPouis, Ind., Jan. 8&—[Special.)— 

The visits that have been made to Indian- 

apolis recently in the interest of Mr. Platt of 

New York have caused an increase in the 

volume of mail matter received by Gen. Har- 

rison from Western States, and in 4a corre- 
sponding measure is the sentiment in favor 
of the selection of a Western man for Sec- 
retary of the Treasury again enlarged. As the 
Piatt boom has gathered force it has caused 
apprehensive Western Republicans to be- 
come more and more uneasy, and they have 
begun protesting with even greater vigor 
than before.

A BOLD SCHEME IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


The Democrats Said to Be Planning to 
Throw Out Kanawha County. 

CuHaRLeston, W. Va., Jan. 8.—[Special. |— 
Democrats who profess to know Gov. Wil- 
son’s mind on all subjects say that he has 
another surprise in store for the Republicans 
tomorrow. The scheme is that, in view of 
the questions raised with regard to 
the Kanawha County Court and the in- 
junction and contempt proceedings 


against it, the Governor has before him no 


lawful returns from that county to send to 
the Legislature tomorrow. This being so, 
Judge Fleming will be elected on the face of 
the returns by about 1,400 majority; Senator 
Morrison of Braxton (Rep.) will be de- 
feated, ana the whole Kanawha delegation 
in the House, all Republicans, will be thrown 
out and seats given to the Democrats. ‘This 
freak not having been foreseen by Goff will, 
according to the schemers, make it too late 
for him to save himself. The bolaness of 
this plan, if contemplated in earnest and 
with the Governor’s participation, would 
place it ahead of anything yet presented ina 
political way from West Virginia. Demo- 
crats late tonight are canvassing the scheme 
as a fixea fact. Corcoran and Horr went into 
the Democratic caucus, notwithstanding the 
Knights of Labor request, and Kirk of Put- 
nam did not go into the Republican caucus. 
GOV. WILSON AND THE CERTIFICATES. 

A talk was had with Gov. Wilson about the 
withheld Congressional certificates, with re- 
gard to which the Governor says that the 
public generally has not been correctly in- 
formed. He makes this leading point which 
heretofore has not figured in the discussion— 
namely: Thatin the Third and Fourth Dis- 
tricts the Democratic nominees filed protests 
against the issuance of certificates to tne Re- 
publican nominees, whoon the face of tne 
returns are elected. The Governor calls at- 
tention to the fact that Atkinson (Rep.) in 
the First District did not file any protest 
against the issuance of a certificate to Pen- 
dleton (Dem.), nor did be give notice of any 
sort of further proceedings. The Governor 
says that he waited 1 three weeks be- 
fore he would act in the First District, giv- 
ing Atkinson ampie time to file his protest as 
Jackson and Alderson had done in the other 
two districts. The protest raises some inter- 
esting questions which the Governor says he 
has not been able to look into owing to the 
pressure of other matters, and that there 
was no urgency in these cases, as the new 
Congress does not come in before March 4. 

Gov. Wilson said that the people might be 
assured that he would dohis duty in these 
cases regardless of partisan or personal feei- 
ings, conscientiously seeking the guidance of 
law only as the law might seem to direct 
him. 

BALLOT REFORM IN NEW JERSEY. 


Polling-Booths the Main Feature of the 
Proposed System, 

New York, Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—The ques- 
tion of ballot reform is about to be discussed 
with great vigor in the New Jersey Legis- 
lature. The labor organizations of that State 
have appointed a committee to draft a bill, 
and Assemblyman Kane of Middlesex will 
introduce icin the House the first thing.

Pr rom the outside of the compartment when 


the door is closed. 


When a voter presents himself he shall re- 
ceive from a member of the Election Board 
a ballot, on the back of which the members 
of tne board shall first write their names in 
ink; the elector shali then forthwith proceed 


into a com ment, if one be then unoccu- 
ied, and s prepare his ballot by marking 
2 the appropriate margin or a cross 


opposite the name of the candidate of his 
choice for each office to be filled, or by filling 
in the names of the candidates of his 
choice in the blank space provided therefor 
and mar a cross (XT) thereto; he shall 
then fold ballot so as to conceal the 
names and the marks thereon, and, without 
leaving the inclusure in which the compart- 
ments are placed, deliver the ballot to the 
judge of election, who shall, without expos- 


ing the names or marks, verify the signa- 
ture on the back ana deposit it in the bailot- 
box in the of the elector, and the

GERMANS BACKING DOWN. 


THE MORIER INCIDENT GROWING A 
BIT WARM FOR THEM, 


Government Orgaus Seek to Disentangie 
Themselves — Denial of Some of the 
Statements—Collapse of the Charge of 
Forgery—“A Bismarckian Blunder ”— 
Morier in for Censure for Writing to 
Herbert Bismarck—African and Samoan 
Affairs—General Foreign News. * 

BERLIN, Jan. 8.— The partial withdrawal of 
the charges against Sir R. B. D. Morier by the 

Post, in accordance with the promise of Count 

Herbert Bismarck, is far from ending the in- 

ancellor is now in better 

health, and is expected to arrive here tomor- 
row. Count von Matzfeidt left today for 

London. The result of Lord Salisbury’s 

remonstrances in connection with the Morier 

affair will appear shortly. The Government 
organs evince an uneasy desire to disen- 
tangle tnemselves from the affair. The 

Reichs Anzeiger tonight publishes a letter tend- 

ing to prove the truth of Morier’s assertions 

that he sent no news about the Germans 
crossing tne Moselle because he had none to 
send. Capt, Knesebeck, Cabinet Councilor 
of the ex-Empress Augusta, recently wrote 
to Councillor Bottenburg requestifg that the

nial to be given to the statement 

that the late Herr Brandis, Augusta’s 

Councilor in 1870, imparted to Morier at 

Darmstadt, owing to his friendliness, the 

contents of se@ret dispatches from the Prus- 

sian headquarters during the presence of the 

Empress at Homburg. Capt. Knesebeck says 

that her Majesty received no such secret 

military news, but only such as was intended 
for publication; and, moreover, that at the 
time of the crossing of the Moselle her Ma- 
jesty was residing in Berlin, and that she dia 
not go to Homburg until the following Octo- 


ber. y 

While the Liberal newspapers are rejoic- 
ing over what they call a “Bismarckian 
blunder,”’ they do not fail to censure Morier 


for his want of decorum in sending 
a heated letter directiy to Count 
Herbert Bismarck, instead of com- 


municating in the usual manner through 
Sir Edward Malet, the British Ambassador. 
Sir Robert doubtless desired if possible to 
avoid entangling the English Government in 
the affair, but therein he made a great mis- 
take, retarding the reparation that might 
otherwise have been readily given. 

The charge of forgery has collapsed utter- 
ly. Statements that have come from several 
quarters prove that Bazaine detested writing 
and was habitually ungrammatical, while the 
fact that the French papers printed a correct 
version is easily explained, the letter having 
been telegraphed in English and retranslated 
for the French press. 

As a further result of Lord Salisbury’s 
remonstrances the National Zeitung tonight 
declares that the apparently inspired attack 
upon Morier has little import when viewed 
in connection with the maintenance of good 
relations with England, and it expresses the 
hope that the incident will. be treated like 
the Mackenzie affair and allowed to drop, 
adding: Without further material one must 
be satisfied with a verdict of non liquet.“ 
The article concludes with complimentary 
references to Eugland and Lord Salisbury. 

A semi-official correspondent of the AMontags 
Revue, said to be a German official occupying 
a prominent position in Wilhelmstrasse, 
Berlin, states that the reason forthe attacks 
on Sir R. B. D Morier is the latter’s supposed 
hostility to the Austro-German alliance. 
The Tagblatt says that tke Bismarcks 
are attacking England, not Morier, and that 
they are ready to go to the length of seeking 
an alliance with Russia—if that is necessary 
—to ruin England’s worldwide position. 

A majority of the Vienna pers condemn 
the attack on Morier. The Jester Lloyd says 
that from a moral point of view Morier has 
perfectly vindicated his character. 

It is rumored that M. Zouyleff, the Russian 
military attaché who has just returned to 
Vienna from St. Petersburg, has been author- 
ized by the Czar to give the most definite 
assurance his pacific intentions to 
Emperor Francis Joseph. The Czar 
said to have declared that he 
longer doubted Austria's policy and 
was convinced of the uprightness and loyalty 
of her intentions, and for his own part he 
was firmly resolved to do nothing to disturb 
the friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries. The rumor must be accepted with all 
reserve, but it may herald ap agreement on 
both sides to a bands off policy in regard 
to the Balkans. 

'TISZA IN VIENNA. 

Premier Tisza of Hungary is paying a — 2 
ing visit to Vienna. He has had a long audi- 
ence with Emperor Francis Joseph and has 
conveyed to the Emperor the congratulations 
of tne Hungarian Cabinet on the new year 
and on the betrothal of Archduchess Vala- 
rie. Herr Tisza has also conferred with 
Count von Taafe, and Count Kalnoky, and 
with Baron Rothschild iu regard to the ap- 
proaching Hungarian conversion loan. 

THE GEFFCKEN CASE. 

The splendid vindication of German justice 
in the Geffcken case is the subjectof much 
rejoicing by All the independent organs. 
The KXreuse-Zeitung, referring to the as- 
sertion made by tne Government 
journals that the inquiry had revealed 
Geffcken’s wire-pullers for the overthrow of 
Prince Bismarck, boldly demands the names 
of the intriguers and asks how they proceed- 
ed in their alleged efforts to overthrow the 
Chancellor. 

AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 

The Government’s East Africa bill will be 
introduced in the Reichstag this week. Noth- 
ing authentic has transpired in regard to the 
provisions. The speech of Prince Bismarck 
is eagerly awaited. 

Lieut. Wissmann will delay his departure 
tor East Africa until the result of the debate 
be known. Several persons qualified to train 
and command the colonial troops will accom- 
pany him. They will include Herr Graven- 
ruth, who has just returned from defending 
Bagamoyo against the rebels, and Staff Sur- 
geon Schmalzokopf. 

The Cologne Gazette draws attention to the 
infringement of German treaties by the 
Cape Colonies and the annexation of lanas 
around Lake Ngami. The paper asserts that 
the prior German treaty with the Red Na- 
tion precludes English annexation,’ 

MATTERS LN SAMOA. 

It is understood that Samoan affairs will 
not be made the subject of a special debate 
in the Reichstag, but will be referred to dur- 
ing the discussion of the naval budget. The 
disaster in Samoa has created a deep im- 
pression and will strengthen the arguments 
of the anti-colonial party in the East Africa 
debate.

A BOURBON RULING AGAINST THE INTER- 
TATE ACT. | 19 

The statements made in the dispatches ro- 
specting the decision of United States Cir- 
cuit Judge Jackson at Louisville, Ky., over- 
ruliug the Inter-State Commission, to the ef- 
fect that the ruling is a heavy blow at the 
Inter-State act,“ and that if sustained it 
would seem to mean that the Inter-State 
Commission must go,“ should be received 
with due allowance. Judge Jackson, who 
rendered the decision in question, is one of 
Cieveland's recent Bourbon additions to tne 
Federal judiciary, and has been on the bench 
only a comparatively short time, while the 
ruling which he assumed to set aside so sum- 
marily was made by Judge Cooley, Chair- 
man of the Inter-State Commission, who has 
long enjoyed a more than National repu- 
tation as a constitutional iawyer of 
the first class. Judge Jackson is a 
State sovereignty advocate who hails from 
a dense Bourbon aistrict in Tennessee and is 
naturally opposed to the creation of National 
commissions or the extension of National 
laws. Hence he was eager to strip the com- 


mission of power and relegate it to the posi- 


tion of a mere referee. There is little likeli- 
hood that his close construction, anti-National 
interpretation of tne Inter-State act will re- 
ceive the approval of the Supreme Court. 
The case should be taken up on appeal that 
Judge Jackson's mischievous ruling may be 
corrected as soon as possible. : 

Instead of treating the Inter-State Com- 
missioners as a body of harmifss, powerless, 
and superfluous referees and brushing their 
decision aside in acavalier fashion, Judge 
Jackson was bound to treat the ruling of the 
commission with great respect, ana not as- 
sume to reverse it without convincing proof 
that it was wrong. The Inter-State Commis- 
sion was intended to bea body of quite as 
much dignity and practical authority as any 
United States Circuit Court in fact, it 
would have been created as a special railroad 
court instead of commission except for the 
objection that its powers were too great to 
intrust to Judges who, under the Constitu- 
tion, must hold office for life. For that 


‘reason the control of inter-State commerce 


was given to Commissioners holding office 
for comparatively short terms and who might 
easily be ousted and replaced instead of to 
Judges who would be secure in their places 
for life. In adopting the commission instead 
of the special court plan it was of course 
necessary that appeals should be open from 
the commission to the Federal judiciary, 
but Congress carefully provided that 
in such cases “the finding of the 
commission shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence as toeach and every fact found.” 
This meant that the courts should give 
great weight and respect to the decisions of 
the commission, and yet Judge Jackson 
lightly casts the ruling of the Commissioners 
aside and says the case is before him as 4 
new proceeding,’ as though there was no 
Inter-State Commission in existence! If the 
commission is to be treated in this fashion by 
the courts it will be a useless body and the 
Inter-Stave act of no effect. 

If Judge Jackson had not studiea constitu- 
tional law from the Calhoun standpoint and 
imbibed an antipathy to extensions of Na- 
tional authority he would show greater re- 
spect for a National commission created by 
Congress to perform a great public duty 
which the courts cannot possibly dis 
charge. Congress is vested by the 
Constitution with the power to “regulate 
commerce among the States,” and this 
carries with it the right to us¢ such agencies 
and instrumentalities as are necessary and 
proper to secure the end contemplated by the 
fundamental law. It commerce is to be reg- 
ulated as the Constitution contemplates it 
must be through the agency of commissions 
or boards vested with authority to investi- 
gate, hear, and decide. The courts cannot 
perform these functions. Commerce cannot 
be regulated solely by suits for damages. It 
would be worse than ridiculous to claim that 
inter-State commerce must be regulated 
solely by means of private lawsuits between 
shippers and railroad carriers and the courts 
only can have jurisdiction. Such a doctrine 
would deprive the constitutional provision as 
to the regulation of commerce between the 
States of all vractical effect or meaning. 
But probably for the reason that it would 
nullify or render inoperative a great National 
power this doctrine commended itscif to the 
Bourbon Tennessee jurist recently elevated 
to the Federal Bench by Cleveland. Fortu- 
nately, there is no likelihood the Supreme 
Court will sanction the notion that commerce 
can be regulated only by private lawsuits in 
court and that the rulings of a National 
commission created by Congress for the 
proper exercise of a constitutional power are 
entitled to no respect at the hands of Federal 
Judges. : 

‘THE FIRST GUN OF ANNEXATION. 

Windsor is a small Canadian town imme- 
diately opposite the City of Detroit, on the 
Detroit. River. In the election for Mayor 
Monday the question of annexation was orig-

STATE TARIFFS AGAINST WESTERN BEEF. 

According to the general belief Pennsyl- 
vania is the most thoroughly protected State 
in the Union, but it seems the Grangers of 
that Commonwealth, not satisfied with the 
National tariff system which fhterdicts for- 
eign competition for Pennsylvania’s profit, 
are appealing to their local Legislature to 
save them from the competition of the cattle- 
growers and dressed beef packers of the 
Western States. Their plan is substantially 
the same as that devised by the Butchers’ 
Protective Associat:on at the recent conven- 
tion in St. Louis. They want State Inspect- 
ors appointed to examine all cattle on the 
hoof inside the State before they are 
slaughtered, and then have it made a 
misdemeanor to sell or offer for sale 
any dressed beef or fresh meat uniess the 
animal from which it comes has been so 
inspected inside the jurisdiction of Pennsyl- 
vania. The scheme gives itself away. If 
the purpose was, as pretended, to guard 
against diseased meat,” it would make no 
difference whether cattle were inspected in- 
side or outside Pennsyivania, provided. only 
the duty was properly per formed by fit 
persons. A system of National inspection 
would afford every security, but that is not 
what the Grangers of Penusylyania desire. 
Under pretense of looking out for the public 
health, they want to destroy the freedom of 
inter-State commerce in beef and secure 
higher prices for their own cattle by exclud- 
ing from their market the dressed beef from 
the packing-houses at Chicago and other 
Western points. They desire to suppress the 
competition which is giving the consumers of 
Pennsylvania cheaper beef than they could 
get if the market was monopolized by the 
home growers and home butchers. 

The dressed beef packers of Chicago are 
entirely willing to submit to any system of 
National inspection, and in truth desire one 
so rigid that it will give the public absolute 
protection from the bugaboo of “ diseased 
meat.“ Ifthe butchers and cattie-growers 
of Pennsylvania desired only such protection 
they would codperate in securing an effective 
system of National inspection and have cat- 
tle imspected. at the piace of slaughter 
whether in one State or another, and without 
attempting to interfere with inter-State trat- 
fic in dressed beef. The law proposed-in 
Pennsylvacia would not be worth the paper 
on which it is written. While the States 
may use the police powes to protect the pub- 
lic health they cannot, as the Supreme Court 
has said, go beyond the necessity 
for its exercise.“ Under pretense 


of guarding against diseased meat they 


cannotinterfere with or destroy inter-State 
commerce. If e there would be an end to 
all freedom or traffic between the States, and 
hostile inspection tariffs could be erected by 
every State. Thesale of any kind of pre- 
served, dried, canned, or prepared fruit, fish, 
vegetables, or meat could be forbidden, un- 
less the manufacture had taken place in the 
State where the product was offered for 


sale. The Western States would only need 


to go a step further and outlaw all steel and 
iron products not produced within their lim- 
its on the ground that such articles were not 
properly made in Pennsylvania and other 
States, and the use of the imported product 
in building and the like put life in peril. But 
even without resorting to such absurd legis- 
lation the Western States can recoup them- 
selves for any discrimination they may suf- 
fer at the handsof Pennsylvania. The game 
of discriminating against and excluding the 
products of other States is one that two or 
more can play at. The Western States are 
getting into an independent position, and if 
crowded by tariff-bioated Pennsylvania 
might soon put up mills and forges and sup- 
ply their own iron and steel manufactures, 
glass, etc., and by so enlarging their manu- 
facturing class secure a home market for 
their beef and other products. Where 
would that policy leave Pennsylvania? 


WASHINGTON’S ARGUMENTS FOR AD- 
MISSION. f 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer of Jan. 1, a 
large and handsome sheet, presents sixteen 
pages of the most solid arguments, not one of 
them political, why Washington Territory 
should be admitted to the Union without de- 
lay. These arguments are the statistics of 
we Territory’s growth during the last year, 
and they are of striking interest not alone 
for any relation they may bear to the ques- 
tion of admission but as showing the re- 
markable growth, progress, and resources 
of this far-away corner of the country. 

The area of the Territory in square miles 
is 69,994; in acres, 44,796,160. The census 
showed a population of 11,594 in 1860, 23,450 in 
1870, and 74,753 in 1880. It is confidently 
claimed that the next census will show a 
round 400,000. The Territorial Secretary 
makes an interesting study of the relative 
vote and population at present. The total 
vote of the Territory for 1886 was 47,230, or, 
deducting the estimated woman’s vote, 
89,900, the total male vote of that year. The 
total male vote of 1888 for Presidential 
Electors was 46,353. Adding to this the num- 
ber of voters arriving in the Territory since 
May 1 who couldn't vote the total vote of 
1888 would be 61,800, an increase of 21,900 
over the male vote of 1886. On the basis of 
five inhabitants to the voter tne population 
of the Territory at this time would be 809,000. 
As cOmpared with the otner Territories Utah 
is the only one that has a city as populous as 
Seattle, while none of them have three 
cities as populous as Seattle, Spokane, and 
Tacoma. It does not look like an idle boast 
when the Post-Jniciligencer claims that by the 
close of the present century Washington will 
have a dozen cities of 50,000 people each. 

The great mineral wealth of Washington 
is only in the inciprency of its development, 
but the coal output alone from eleven mines 
last year was 946,243 tons, an increase of 25 
ber cent over 1887, while an equal increase is 
anticipated for 1889. The assessable valua- 
tion of taxable property for 1888 is 684, 641. 
548, an increase of $65,000,000 in ven years. 
In twenty years the railroad mileage has in- 
creased from 5 to 1,400. The ocean tonnage 
of Puget Sound is 2,924,883 tons. The imports | 


to the Seattle customs districts last year 
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cut 706,985,145 feet of lumber, the value of 
the output being in round numbers $9,000,000. 
The crop of hops, for which Washington is 
famous, was 7,350,000 pounds. The salmon 
catch was 180,000 cases, and the farmers 
raised 15,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Probably few Eastern readers have an in- 
telligent idea of the development and re- 
sources of Seattle, the largest port on Puget 
Sound and the liveliest city north of San 
Francisco. Seattle has a country tributary 
to it rich in coal, timber, iron, marble, hops, 
hay, grain, and fruits. She sent out 130 car- 
goes of lumber and 21 cargoes of wheat last 
year, mainly to Australia. Her manufactures 
trebied during the year and now give em- 
ployment to 1,500 men. She has eight lumber 
milis, three furniture factories, and six iron 
foundries, besides several manufactories of 
cigars, excelsior, brooms, soap, beer, ice, 
bricks, creosote, soda, plaster, etc. The 
county has fifty schools, withan attendance 
of 8,827 children, and Seattle herself also has 
many excelicnt private schools and acade- 
mies, besides the Territorial University. 
She spent $4,500,000 in municipal improve- 
ments and half a million dollars on street 
railways, of which she has two cable lines 
and one electric line. Her real estate trans- 
fers amounted to $16,000,000, a gain of 512, 
500,000 over 1877. The Post-Jntelligencer sums 
up the arguments for Washington’s admis- 
sion in the following brief but irrefutable 
style: 

They are not political in their rature. The 
strongest among them is a population approach- 
ing near to 800,000. Taxabie propertyeexceeding 
in value that of half a dozen States now in the 
Union is another potent argument. A grea¥and 
flourishing commerce is a third. Absolute sta- 
bility of commercial and financial institutions is a 
fourth. The lowest pencentage of illiteracy of 
any Commonwealth on the American continent 
isafifth. A sober and industrious farming pop- 
ulation isa sixth: A manufacturing develop- 
ment already great and rapidly increasing is a 
seventh. A wealth of resources defying calcula- 
tion is an eighth. The wonderful assurance of 
the future is a ninth. The strength and char 


acter of a people unexcelled in all that makes a 
nation great by any people on earth is a tenth, 


Washington states her case in indisputable 
style. She has all the elements that go to 


the making up of a flourishing State in natu- 


ral resources and their rapid development 


and in growing trade and commerce, while 


the lowest percentage of illiteracy of any 
Commonwealth in the Union speaks volumes 
for the intelligence of her people.

SOME RAILROAD MANAGEMENT. 

The defects of some railroad management 
could hardly be exemplified more strongly 
than by a matter which was exposed in Tus 
TRIBUNE of yesterday. The tive roads be- 
tween Chicago and Kansas City have sold to 
a city scalper a thousand tickets at just half 
the price which is exacted from persons who 
buy their tickets at the regular railroad 


offices, It costs $12.50 to go through to Kan- 


sas City in the regular way, but the scalper 
is afforded the same transportation service 
for $6.25 per ticket and can make a big profit 
by underselling the companies, which are 
really playing a confidence game on every one 
to whom they sell at the official rate. 

It is only fair to four of the five roads to 
say that they claim to have been forced into 
the arrangement, and assented to it in the 
hope of being able thereby to prevent an 


open break in rates. But it is also fair to the 


great public to say that such action cannot 
be denounced in terms too strong, whatever 
may have been the inducement. The cut is 
not simply an act of gross outrage on the peo- 
ple who pay regular fares, but it is an open 
advertisement that such fares are far higher 
than they ought to be—that $12.25 which the 
guileless passenger has to pay for transjpor- 
tation between Chicago and Kansas City is 
at least as much too high as the $6.25 paid by 
the scalper is too low. A medium rate 
would be willingly paid by the pub- 
lic, and if ali were forced to pay 
alike, as in kommon fairness they ought 
to be, the net returns to the shareholders 
would be fully as great as under the present 
arrangements, which hold wide open a door 
for the commission of fraud alike on the 
owners of the railroad and its patrons. Both 
classes are sufferers, the one receiving too 
little for the sérvice and the other paying 
forit more thanit is actually worth. The 


‘big difference goes into the pockets of a set of 


men who seem to regard them as legitimate 
prey and as having no rights which they 
are bound to respect. 

Itisidle to think that the scalping ele- 
ment outside has at its mercy the purses 
of stockhoiders and passengers without col- 
lusion from inside. None of these men 
would conduct the business in such a slip- 
shod way if it were their own, the profits de- 
pending upon the elimination of all unneces- 
sary expenses, and commissions and the stop- 
ping of all avenues of corruption. The prom- 
inent capitalists who instigated and were 
parties tothe agreement between gentle- 
men had reason enough for interference 
and their first step was taken wisely. Be- 
yond that they have failed so far. 
Apparently they are utterly oblivious of 
the fact that they are part owners of a hot- 
bed of corruption, and that the effort to 
maintain high rates is simply one to increase 
tne food on which grow fat and thrive the 
vermin that make it their home. If they can 
once rise to a comprehension of this impor- 
tant fact they may be able to act more wisely, 
as many of them are sharp business-men, 
while of some of them it may be said that 
their money-grabbing methods have been ac- 
cepted as permissible excuses for stealing a 
part of their accumulations. If they do not 
see their way clear to deal with the problem 
it will rest with a long-suffering public to 
take the matter in hand.

CONCERNING POOLING. 

But, putting this aside for the present, we 
need, when one pleads forthe privilege of pool- 
ing, to be cy exactly what it is that he 
means by it. The term is uged in diffegent senses 
nowadays, Does he mean the voluntary pooling 
as formerly practiced. and which existed without 
any legal basis, or does he mean the pooling 
sanctioned by law with the power of enforcing 
the pooligg contracts, or does he, perhaps, 
mean something quite different from either— 
something in the nature of a trust? 
It 16 portant that we should have 
definite information on this subject 
before popling, v ely suggested, is either con- 
demned or indorsed. The old pooling was never 
so harmful as some persons supposed, and was 
probably ¢ondemn by law more because of 
what it was feared it would become or 
might become than because of what it 
was. But, on the other hand, it was 
never so beneficial to the roads as it is now cus- 
tomary to¢claim. The most that can be said in 
its favor ig that it had a tendency to the steady 
maintenance of rates. It was a contrivance 
whereby it was made to the interest of roads not 
to push competition to excess, and not to engage 
in destructive rate wars. But in order to have 
pooling nt was necessary in the first place to 
agree upon a basis and this agreement was not 
aways possible. And when the basis was agreed 
upon ith 
existence from day to day upon e continuous 
consent ot the parties, The result was that pool- 
ments were constantdy being broken 
b most destructive rate wars in ra- 
tory occurred before ling was - 
he little practi¢al value of the old de- 
vice was often confessed by those who made 
greatest efforts to render it effectual.

the question. Each will take what is allotted to 
it if it sees no chance of getting more. but with 
such mental protests as will make it eager to 
embrace any circumstance which seems to give 
promise of a better division if the pool is broken 
up. And such circumstances are constantiy 
present themselves; the ling family is 
seldom happy family; it is seldom if ever 
bound ether by friendly ties. Each considers 
his neig. r unfair and unjustly grasping and 
chafes under the fact. Thus all the elements of 
disorganization attend it from the start. 
Moreover, the most perfect pool is liable to be 
invalid by means of arrangements that may 
seem altogether unnatural and yet be effective. 
The Canadian Pacific, notwithstanding 
enormous length of line, showed itself quite capa- 
ble of dictating terms to the American transcon- 
tinental roads in respect to business between 
San Francisco and the cities of the interior; and 
a pool which should embrace all the lines of the 
Northwest might find its arrangements broken 
by a line connecting Chicago and 
ork, but made in part by roads south of 
ac.

The reason is obvious—it would con- 
trol more property, have more power of control- 
ling and oe the action of individuals and of 
the public authorities. It would besides, if 
formed now, in all probability fall to the control 
of that class of managers who in handling rail- 
road property do not hesitate to subordinate law 
to corporate interests and rivalries. No prudent 
man would give assent to a railroad trust until 
he was first shown that effective legal restraints 
had been put upon it. 
EXCESSIVE RAILROAD BOCILDING. 

If it were not taking time unwarrantably, 
something might be said about excessive rail- 
road building as one of the reasons for enormous 
recent losses on railroad stocks. A gentleman 
of considerable experience remarked recently: 

“The most profitable business now is the build- 
ing of worthless railroads; no matter how worth- 
less if the bonds can de sold. The projectors 
put nothing in, and they determine for them- 
selves how much they will take out for ‘Dbuild- 


in Ry. 

The proposal of a new railroad is often a mere 
confidence operation, ges roads are built so 
that, instead of increasing the aggregate value of 
the railroad property of the country, they dimin- 
ish it largely. he raillions put into them are 
sunk, and perhaps a many millions more previ- 
ously put into roads which the new roads make 
unprofitable, 

THE REMEDY. 

I trust that what I have said sufficiently indi- 
cates the weakness of pooling as a specific for 
railroad evils, Butthis further must be said of 
it: It is not at all probable that pooling will be 
legalized before managers show, first, a different 
attitude toward the law. and, second, 
a better disposition to observe mutual en- 
gagements. 
radical mistakes have been made, If the obliga- 
tions entered intom forming railroad associa- 
tions had been observed, pooling would have 
been of much less moment than is now con- 
tended. But the obligations in many cases seem 
— to have been assumed that they might be 
violated, and when men guilty of the violation 
ask for the legalization of pooling to enable them 
to obey the law the request does not have a 
‘winning sound. It repels votes instead of 
gaining them. Before further law 
made at their request they 
show a purpose to obey the 
they now have. This is the way it is likely to 
strike a legislative body. The true method of 
railroad management is pee ae mate something 
in the nature of representative regulation under 
Government control, and to this pooling is not 
half so essential as is the creation of a sentiment 
in railroad circies that will not tolerate the dis- 
regard or the open breach of mutual engage- 
ments. Many recent rate wars have not had the 
slightest justification in either policy or morals. 
The railroad companies had not long ago an ar- 
rangemeut regarding the transporta.ion of emi- 
grants which accomplished for them the pur- 
poses of a pool. Suddenly it was broken up and 
a horde of harpies brought in to feed upon rail- 
road revenues. An actual pool would have been 
of no service there. The evils, of course, did not 
end when the war did 

All these things go to show that something 
else needs reforming besides the law. It is poor 
reformatory work that the law can doin any 
line of business unless the moral forces in the 
same business come to its support. Of course 
effectual reform will necessarily reach beyond 
Large dealers who formerly 
prospered upon special favors must be content 
to forego them. e bribing of a railroad serv- 
ant to underbill goods or in some other way to 
give an advantage to a shipper ought to be as 
disreputable as for a thief to steal a neighbor's 
goods. In an address made by Charles Francis 
Adams inthis city afew days ago that gentie- 
man did not speak any too strongly on the gen- 
eral subject, and we all know that on those sub- 
jects he speaks from ample knowledge and ex- 
perience,

ROOM FOR REFORM. 

I have spoken of the want of reformatory 
power in the law. One who investigates railroad 
disorders will be surprised to find how many of 
them, though plainly opposed to the spirit of the 
law, may still be practiced legally. Rate-cutting 
in passenger service is largely done by the use 
of tickets which the law expressly exempts from 
ite provisions, and coupon tickets are so manipu- 
lated by one 5 as to cut the rates of an- 
other without e other being a participant 
otherwise than as it suffers from a fraud 
practiced upon it. The General Manager of 
a long line of railroad who was careful, 
as he thought, to rendencutting on his line im- 

ssible, was astonished recently by having a 

icket broker to whom he was a stranger offer 
him a ticket over his own line at a cut rate. He 
at first pronounced the ticket a forgery; but it 
was not a forgery, nor was it a ticket which had 
been partly used; it was his part of a coupon 
ticket, which had been put into the hands of the 
* 0 agent of a distant road, and this agent 

ad cut it off and passed it to the scalper as a 
means of cutting the local rate, 

One of the crying evils in the railroad service 
need attention the combination between 
the scalper and the unscrupulous general pas- 
senger eves This will be broken up just as 
soon as there are applied in railrbad matters the 
same general maxims of business prudence which 
are expected to control in other interests. If 
the combination in the same person of the two 
characters of railroad manager—in whatever offi- 
cial position—and of speculator in railroad stocks 
coulda be rendered impossibie we might hope to 
see the time when the question of what is right 
and wrong in railroad matters would be heard a 

ood deal oftener than it is now, and the ques- 
ion what can be done in evasion of the law 
without encountering its penalties a good deal 
more infrequently.

PRESIDENT CABLE’S 
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HE HURLED {T AT THE MISSOURI PAs 
CIVIC ROAD YESTERDAY. : 
. d 
It Is Reported to Have Created a Great Sen- 
sation, and the Meeting Was Promptly 
Adjourned — Something About the 
Freight Bate Cuts—4 Committee Ap- 
pointed to Draw Up an Agreement—The 
Stock Market Dall and Inactive. 


Private advices received here yesterday 
are to the effect that the gentlemen's meet- 
ing * at J. Pierpont Morgan's house in New 
York was of short duration. After an hour’s 
session the meeting adjourned until tomor- 
row. It is learned that the hasty adjourn- 
ment was due tos bomb which President 
Cable exploded in the ranks of the “gentle- 
men.” Mr. Cable had been smarting for 
some time past under the attacks made upon 
him personally and his Management of the 
Rock Island by Eastern papers thst are con- 
trolled by Jay Gould and his friends. He 
went to New York with the full determina- 
tion to show up the hypocrisy of the would 
be reformers, and he had in his possession 
when he.came to the meeting indisputable 
evidence, substantiated by affidavits, of 
violations of the “gentlemen’s agrec- 
ment” by Jay Gould’s and other lines in 
competition with tne Rock Island. This ev- 
idence when produced, itis learned, created 
asensation. It showed that Gould’s Mis- 
souri Pacific was the principal offender, not 
only in the Pueblo ticket case already made 
public, but also in freight matters. It was 
shown by Mr. Cable that grain was being 
taken by Gould’s Missouri Pacific from Kan- 
sas City ana Kansas points to St, Louis at 
less than the agreed rate. He also showed 
that the Santa Fé had been guilty of viola- 
tion of the sgreement and demanded the 
prompt discharge of the offenders. He also 
referred to the troubles regarding the run- 
ning of fast trains between Chicago and 
Denver and for which the Union Pacific was 
mainly responsible. It was deemed best 
under the circumstances to postpone the con- 
sideration of the “gentlemen’s agreement“ 
until tomorrow, and in the meantime find 


out what excuses the parties guilty of the 
offenses charged against them had to offer. 

Of the Chicago Western roads the Rock 
Island, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy were represented at 
the meeting. he Chicago & Alton was not 
represented. President Blackstone adheres 
to his position that the situation cannot be 
improved by anything that the New York 
conference may do. Trust, consolidation, 
and pooling schemes, he says, aside from be- 
ing unpopular with the people of the West, 
are contrary to the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce law and cannot be consum- 
mated or carried out. “ Agreements between 
gentlemen,” he says, are no better than 
General Managers’ agreements, and in spite 
of the greatest precautions will vio- 
lated and broken. To get the law 
repealed is impossible, and consequently he 
thinks there is but one way by which harmo- 
nious relations between the various roads 
and the maintenance of rates can be secured. 
His plan is similar to the one proposed by 
President H. H. Porter, except that he does 
not think the Inter-State Commission should 

rescribe maximum rates. The commission, 

e says, is not qualified to establish rates for 
the various roads and interests. The estab- 
lishment of proper tariffs, he says, requires 
men who have been brought upin the busi- 
ness and had years of experience. His plan 
is that Congress should enact a law legalizing 
contracts between railroad companies. To 
prevent the establishment of exorbitant rates 
by railroad combinations, contracts or agree- 
ments should be made subject to the approval 
of the lnter-State Commerce Commission, 
and when those contracts or agreements are 
submitted to the commission they shall be 
furnished at the same time with a schedule 
of maximum rates the railroads propose to 
charge under the contract or agreement. If 
the commission finds the proposed rates un- 
just or too high it will then have the power 
to refuse to approve the contract or agree-. 
ment until such maximum rates are submit- 
ted as are considered fair and reasonable. 
In considering the tairness of rates the com- 
mission can consult with or apply for the 
os of merchants, manufacturers, and 
shippers, and refuse to sanction them unless 
the latter interests are satisfied. 


WHAT was DONE ar THE MEETING. 


A Committee Appointed to Draw Up and 
Submit an Agreement. 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The rail- 

road Presidents discussed the rate question 
again today. They believe they made dis- 
tinct progress toward a settlement of their 
difficuities, and hope, with the assistance of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
which they will invite, to end the rate wars 
and put their roads on a paying basis, The 
meeting was hela at the Madison avenue 
residence of J. Pierpont Morgan, and all out- 
siders were religiously excluded. The 
bankers present were J. Pierpont Morgan of 
the firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co. and J. 8. 
Morgan & Co., London; John Crosby Brown, 
of Brown Bros. & Co., and Brown, Shipler & 
Co. of London, and C, G. Magoun of Kidder, 
Peabody & Co, and Barings of London. 
The railroad Presidents were Jay Gould of 
the Missouri Pacitic, Cnarles Francis Adams 
of the Union Pacific, R. R. Cable of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific, C. E. Perkins 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Mar- 
vin Hughitt of the Chicago & Northwest 
ern, W. B. Strong of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé, ana Frank Bond, Vice-President 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
* Shortly after 9o’clock the meeting was 
called to order. Mr. Morgan acted as Chair- 
man, and Col. John J. McCook as Secretary. 
The whole situation having been discussed 
at former conferences, the meeting — As 
down to work on several plans formulated 
since the last meeting. The determination 
to maintain rates and prevent cutting was 
loudly proclaimed dy all present, and the 
following jas issued as the official report of 
the proceedings: 

An adjourned meetihg of the Presidents of the 
roads west of Chicago and St. Louis, together 
with members of the firms of Drexel, Morgan & 
Co,, Brown Bros, & Co., and Kidder, Peabody & 
Co., was held this morning at the house of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, No. 319 Madison avenue. 

The sidents renewed their determination to 
maintain rates and perfect the machinery to 
carry that stipulation into effect. In furtherance 
of this a committee was appointed to prepare 
the necessary papers, also to confer with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission as to the 
legality of any plan that might be prepared, 
said committee to report at the adjourned meet- 
ing to be held Thursday next. 

The Presidents were also unanimous in the ex- 
pression of the necessity of a strict enforcement 
of the Inter-State Commerce law. A unanimous 
invitation was extended to the trunk line Presi- 
dents to join and take part in the conference 
Thursday. President Charles Francis Adams, 
Union Pacific; Vice-President Frank S. Bond, 
St. Paul; and President Wilham B. Strong, 
Atchison, are the committee to prepare a plan 
for permanent orgunization of Presidents, and 
also for effectual maintenance of rates. 

The committee of three Presidents appoint- 
ed will, it is understood, confer with the 
Inter-State Commission with reference to se- 
curing several amendments of the Inter- 
State law necessary to the permanent suc- 
cess of the efforts being made to “har- 
monize the conflicting interests of the rail

Lonvon, Jan. 8.—An unofiiciai cable dis-

The sharpest break of the day followed, May 
dropping from $1.05% to $1.04%. Mr. Hutch- 
inson’s brokers helped along the demoraliza- 
tion. But the buying capacity of the bull 
element was apparently strong. They turned 
the market; ina few minutes had it steady, 
and in a few more pointed it strongiy ~ 
ward. May sold up to 81.05% again, and, 
after some narrow fluctuations, closed at 
$L.05%. This was ge above Monday.

The Attorney Contends That the Officers

He said: It 
appears to me that the amendment proposed 
by complainant’s counsel would not help the 
bill at ali if the jurisdiction of the court de- 
pends on whether property rights are in- 
volved. I have intimated pretty clearly that 
chancery has jurisdiction in cases of this 
nature where property rights are involved, 
and for that reason I invited a full discussion 
both as to the powers of a Court of Chancery 
to interfere by injunction whether property 
rights are or are not involved, and as to the 
power of the police in the matter of interfer- 
ing with public assemblages. This discussion 
was asked for the reason that if no property 
rights are involved and I should refuse an 
injunction 1t would be an easy matter to 
make a case where property rights will be 
involved by lease or the purchase of prop- 
erty, so that if it were not met 
now it would be if a new bill were filed. As 
I have before stated it would be judicial 
cowardice on the part of the court it I dis- 
posed of the matter on the simple ground of 
jurisdiction, and I propose to decide it as 
clearly as I can on the right of these people 
to meet and the right of the police to pre- 
vent their meetings. I do not propose to 
decide the questions here involved at this 
time. No case has been found in the author- 


| ities and proceedings of the higher courts 


where the police interferes with a meeting 
in advance, and that the industry of the law- 
yers in this case has not discovered such an 
instance is to the credit of our courts. Such 
a case as this demands guarded language and 
great caution, for itis as important to sup- 
press disorder and combinations for disorder 
as it is that the right of free speech and 
peaceable assemblage should be maintained.“ 

Mr. Knight said the police would cheer- 
fully foliow any course of action laid down 
by the Judge, and court was adjourned.

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Some Kegrettable Features of the Present 
’ Lax System. 
Philadelphia Record: 

Frank R. Stockton wrote an essay on The 
Training of Parents, which, although semi- 

satirical, had in it a substratum of whole- 

‘some truth. Briefly stated, his argument was 

that a great change had taken place in the 

constitution of the family, especially in the 

United States; that the child had usurped 

the former prerogative of the parent, and, 

therefore, that it was time for us to recognize 
the altered condition and to give to the chil- 
dren of the present day assistance and coun- 
sel in the judicious training of their parents. 

Among the rules suggested for the govern- 
ment of parents the primary proposition was 
that filial control should begin in the first 
years of parental life, when the minds of the 
parents would bein a pliant and moldable 
condition. If it should become necessary to 

unish a parent the child must not forget the 
mvortance of tempering severity with mer- 
cy; that once having taken the reins of gov- 
ernment in hand it must never resign them, 
but constantly keep a guiding and controlling 

22 over both the father and the mother. 
n fact, all the old-fashioned rules that were 

supposed to be applicable to the” training of 
children were used as illustrations, the sum 
of advice to children being: Train up a par- 
ent in the way he should go, and when you 
are old ag will know howto go that way 
yourself. 

Allowing for the hum@rous exaggeration of 
Mr. Stockton, it cannot be denied that the 
deference paid today by many parents to the 
wishes and opinions of their children has 
often a serious effect upon their mental and. 
moral growth, and is directly responsible no 
only for parental disappointment but also for 
heavy sorrow. The Puritan sternness at 
one time in vogue, the loveless and repellent 
character of the creed, the constant iteration 
of duty and the curbing of every innocent 
and joyous emowon, simply incited a longing 
to break such irksome bonds; and when the 
opportunity to do so offered itself the other 
extreme was reached, and license took the 
place of repression. And yet it may be 
questioned if this “ keep-off-tha-grass”’ 
method of training was more hurtful than 
that which either looks upon a child asa 
delicate exotic, too refined ana tender to be 
brought iato contact with the less favored 
mortals, or else abandons all efforts at control, 
consoling itself with the well-worn refiec- 
tion that the child can take care of itself. 

Of these two methods the latter seems to 
be the most popular. The feeling of inde- 
pendence and self-assertiveness that is char- 
acteristic of the average American mind is 
too much relied upon. It is presumed that 
the let-alone policy will stimulate this spirit; 
whereas, on the contrary, the natural result 
is to bring into existence a feeling of disre- 
gard for the rights of others and an obtru- 
siveness and a hardness which speedily de- 
generate into the worst type of selfish- 
ness. In the streets, in stores and 
hotels, on street and railroad cars 
and steamboats, there can be daily 
seen the outcome of such. pernicious 
training, the most regrettable feature of the 
matter being that the parents seem com- 
pletely indifferent, or else lend a tacit ap- 
proval to that which thoughtful people look 
upon with alarm. Pertness is considered to 
be precocity, rudeness is simply youthful 
exuberance, while seitishness is held to be 
nothing but an indication of a progressive 
business spirit which will hold its own and 
on allow itseif to be cheated out of its just 

ue. 

Never has the cultivation of the graces of 
obeaience, respect, reverence, manliness, and 
womanliness been more profoundly needed 
tban now. These graces lie at the root of all 
good social intercourse. Like mercy, they are 
twice biessed; wherever they radiate they 
mumine and beautify. Let us try to culti- 
vate sucb virtues in our children.

Fearful Ride on a Runaway Train. 

A conversation Wednesday with O.C. Hulett, 
conductor of the O. R. & N. train that lately 
smashed up near Altui Hill, thirty-five miles 
west of Walla Walia, furnishes some interesting 
particulars. The cause of the accident was the 
train becoming unmanageable as it commenced 
the downward grade, when the brakes were 
found to be useless. From Altai Hill to 
the station called Relief, where the ter- 


‘rible race of death ended, is about four miles and 


the grade 137 feet to the mile. With frosted rails, 
useless brakes, and nine loaded cars, the final 
velocity of the train can be easily imagined as it 
rushed headlong to destruction down such a 
grade. As Mr. Kulett says, telegraph poles 
when seen looked like needles, and houses and 
watering tanks about the size of a fly. What a 
moment of suspense for the poor fellows on 
board the train. Mr. Hulett saw the crisis 
had to come, so he-kept cool and escaped in- 
jury by leaving the cars in the opposite direction 
they jumped. The brakeman, John Logan, was 
found fifty feet from the broken cars with his 
body so fearfully mangled that he lived only an 
hour; the wonder is that he lived a moment. 
Eight cars were a mass of jumbied-up ruin, 
When the crash came one car remained on the 
rails with the engine, and together they ran al- 
most upto Relief Station before the speed re- 
stored them to control. These, with the engi- 
neer and fireman, escaped injury. How any- 
thing escaped, or how any one on the train hved 
to tell how the accident happened, is a mystery.

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The Flush Times of Denver. 

In the fall of "60, when I came to Denver,” 
says Col. J. B. Oliverin the Denver Times, I 
think fully one-halfof the buildings in the city 
were log cabins, but there were then three daily 
papers published here. One of the. principal 
features of the town was then centered in the 
gambling houses, each of which employed a 
band and usually a comic sihger or two to at- 
tract a crowd, and all the games known 
to the art were run.

If you wished to see any 
representative man in the city, all you had to do 
was to go to some gambling hall and he would 
be sure to show up. 

“The stakes were usually high, and all bets 
were made in coin or gold dust—there were no 
chips. The gold dust was carried in buckskin 
sacks and weighed out on small scales. It was 
$16 an ounce. The dust was in small particles 
and the nuggets were generally sold separately 
for jewelry ornaments, etc. All disputes that 
arose were settied with a six-shooter, one way or 
the other. 1 have frequentiy seen thousands of 
dollars change hands in a few hours. The games 
were usually fair, for it a dealer was caught at 
any —— business his chance of living was not 
good, hen the shooting commenced in a gam- 
bling-hall the crowd in trying to get away would 
frequently break for the front of the building, 
and I have often seen the whole front partition 
carried away. 

“There was considerable shooting in those 
days, and when I got here the graveyard on Cap- 
itol Hill contained twenty-one graves, nineteen 
of which were occupied by tenants who died with 
their boots on.“

Corn Crop and Corn Prices. 
GOODLAND, Ind., Jan. 7.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une, ]|—THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, Aug. 12, 1888, paid 
a well deserved tribute to the “corn that is 
king.“ and placed it at the head of the list for 
having built and rebuilt Chicago. The picture is 
not overdrawn and should be republished, as the 
Presidential canvass overshadowed everything 
else and some of your readers no doubt missed 


the article. 

The prediction made in the fall of the corn crop 
of 1888 being the largest for many years does not 
prove true when the crop is harvested and crib- 
bed. But there is no doubt of there being an 
abundant crop for home and the foreign mar- 
kets. It should not be regarded as a misfortune 
and the punishment fall upon the producers, 
who are now in despair of receiving enough to 
pay the cost of cultivation, without any income 
for their lands. 

The Chicago grain dealers make the price of 
corn for the markets of the world, reaching out 
months in advance, which is cabled across the 
ocean and gives the dealers a basis that they act 
upon in fixing mot only for this but all other 
corn-producing. countries the price that will 
rule du the year coming. The impres- 
sion and belief is that corn can be pro- 
duced and delivered in Chicago at 40 cents 
per bushel, and many contend that at the present 
price in Chicago the farmer can live. But itis at 
a poor, dying rate, and if there is no better pros 
pect ahead corn must be abandoned, as corn 
costs, with a fair rental for lands, # cents to 
produce and deliver to the railroad stations or 
the local markets. 

Corn and oats, to i ee farmer for produc- 


ing, should bring per ton in Chicago. 
For the lack of a fair price Chicago 
has: millions of goods that the  coun- 


try awants and would consume. All improve- 
ments in buildings and comforts that the 
people are entitled to must be left for the future 
to provide means of payment, if their desires are 
ever realized.

Mr. Reed's Resolution Recommitted to the 
Committee on Rules by a Close Vote— 
Mr. Sherman Introduces a, Bill Chang- 
jog the Manner of Holding Presiden- 
tial Elections—Showing Up the Bagging 
Trast—The Alaskan Investigation. 


Wasturnoeton, D. C., Jan. S.— As the Clerk 
finished tne reading of the journal, Mr. 
Reed advanced to his favorite position in the 
gisie directly in front of the Speaker and 
fired the first gua of the fifth day's contest 
over the proposed change of rules by calling 
up the resolution reported by him from the 
Committee on Rules. This time the shot 
took effect and the previous question was 
ordered on the resolution by a vote of yeas 
187, nays 20. Then Mr. Holman, acting in 
pursuance of caucus action last night, moved 
to recommit the resolution, and on that mo- 
tion demanded the previous question. 

As the roll-call on Mr. Holman’s motion 
progressed and the vote promised to be a 
close one much interest was manifested by 
members, who crowded in the space in front 
of the Speaker’s desk and listened to the re- 
sponses with intense interest. Mr. Reea cir- 


quilated around the Republican side of the 


House endeavoring to persuade his col- 
leagues who had voted with the Democrats 
to change their votes, while Mr. Springer 
did missionary work among his political 
friends to induce them co vote in the negative. 
The friends of the Holman motion were 
not idle, and the Democrats who had 
previously voted for the resolution were 


_ vigorously argued with. The efforts on each

GUSTAV DE ROHAN’S STRANGE CAREER. 


How He Masqueraded as a Priest in St. 
Louis and Swindied Many People. 
Jourer, II., Jan. 8. [Special.] — The bogus 
priest,” or E. H. Kiter, under arrest in Chi- 
cago for forgery, who imposed upon and 
swindied Father Dunn of this city—where he 


masqueraded asa priest and went around 


collecting small sums of money for an imag; 


inary blind man—has been reported (but in: 
It has 


been but a short time since the latter was 
released from a five-year term at the Jeffer; 
son City (Mo.) Penitentiary, and it is possi+ 
ble that Kitzer and De Ronan are identical, 

De Rohan was formerly a monk of the 
Trappist Order of Montreal, Que., and has 
since 1870 been traveling over the country 
and representing himself as a priest. He 
would spend a few weeks in each city, and, 
being a smooth conversationalist, ingratiate 
himself into the good graces of the pastor, 
with whom he invariably stopped, and after 
assisting him in all of his muititudinous du- 
ties would either borrow a sum of money un- 
der the plea that he wished to return to the 
convent at Montreal or else steal from the 
church the chalices or any gold or silver 
church service that he could get his hands 
on anti. take his departure. One of the 
strangest features of his career was that to 
every church he would narrate the same story 
ot his troubles, which was that he had got 
into trouble with his superiors at the con- 
vent and been obliged to quit Montreai for a 
period, in order that time might condone in 
part for his offense. He was outwardly the 
most pious of, men, and could repeat the 
— aves and go through a score of ap- 
propriate services without making a balk. 
His fashion was always, just prior to leaving 
a community, to faiform the parish priest that 
he had received a letter from his superior 
announcing that he was forgiven,and in most 
instances, on the spur of the moment, he 
would be enabled to borrow $100 or such 
matter from the too contiding priest, under 
pretext that he wished to return. Failing in 
the swindling process, he would walk off 
with any valuables of the church he could 
lay his hands on. 

Some years ago he turned up in St. Louis 
ana made the acquaintance of the Rev. 
Henry Van Dersanden, the priest in charge 
of a church at Kirkwood, o. He told his 
story to the father and received an invita- 
tion spend some months with him 
at kwood. Gustay De Rohan, 4s 
he was then known, and which is 
said to be his right name, was only too happy 
to accept the invitation and four 
months with the reverend father. During 
that time he managed to borrow $500 from his 
host, and then, borrowing another $100, tonk 
his departure, ostensibly for Montreal, but 
in reality for New York. Father Van Der- 
sanden soon heard of his being in that city, 
and began a correspondence with the Order 


| of Trappists, which resulted in his learning 


that De Rohan had never been ordained and 
was a fraud. He set about procuring his ar- 
rest, but the renegade monk went to Nova 
Scotia, where he made a full confession of 
his sins, and Father Yan Dersanden was 

rsuaded to forgive him. Some two years 
iater~after an eventful career through the 
Eust— De Rohan again appeared in St. Louis, 
this time under the name of Father Gaston 
Domitzique, and succeeded in hoodwinking 
the Alexian Brothers out of considerabie 
money. Father Van Dersanden happened 
to visit che Alexian Brothers and there 
recognized De Rohan and exposed his 
identity, but the wily swindier left the 
city before he could be arrested. 
De Rohan then went South, where he fairly 
paralyzed the good fathers in various towns 
in Arkansas and Texas by piundering their 
churches and acting generally. as a cheat, 
fraud, and thief. De Rohan went back to 
St. Louis after his Southwestern experience, 
and one day while standing in front of the 
Fourth National Bank be saw his old friend 
and benefactor, Father Van Dersanden, enter 
the bank and deposit considerable money; 
and by some means De Rohan found out that 
Fathér Van Dersanden kept his money there 
ond it. He at once set about securing a 
portion of it. Haying been with the father 
for along time he could forge his signature 
to perfection, so he drew a check for $300, 
signed the father’s name, and easily obtain- 
ed the money. Success made the rascal bold. 
and he immediately presented another check 
tor $100, but this time the paying teller dis- 
covered it was a forgerv and had De Rohan 
arrested before be could leave the bank, and 
turned him over to a policeman. 

Father Van Dersanden, who was then 
Chancellor of the Archdiocese of St. Louis, 
and in charge of St. Mary's Church, was sent 
for, and, on recognizing De Rohan, deter- 
mined that he would prosecute the swindler 
with vigor. De Rohan’s,arrest was a crush- 
ing blow, and he made a desperate attempt 
to commit suicide while confined at the 
Chestnut Street Station by banging himself 
to hig cell door with a scarf, but was discov- 
ered and cut down in time to save his life. 

In due time De Rohan was placed on trial 
for forgery before Judge Laughlin. He 
pleaded gyilty and threw himself upon the 
merey of the court. The Judge asked him if 
he had anything to say for himseif before 
sentence wus pas De Rohan replied that 
he had, and addressed the court for ten min- 
utes, offering in extenuation of his crimes 
that he was a regularly ordained priest, and 
that, although he had fallen, he had doubly 
atoned for all with tears end prayer, and 
asked to be released, promising the Judge 
that, if given his liberty, he would retire to 
the gorthern woods of Canada, become a 
hermit, and pass the remainder of his days 
in penance. | 
“You are a remarkable man,“ said the 
Judge, when the prisoner bad concluded his 
remarks, ‘‘and I shall neither give you the 
heaviest nor lightest punishment that the 
statutes provide ie cases of forgery, but 
sentence you to five years’ imprisonment in 
the penitentiary.” .

Nothing Can Justify Count Herbert's Re- 
ply, According to the English—Presen- 
tations to the Chamberiains from Bir- 
mingham—Lady Alice Montague’s Mar- 
riage to Mr. Stanley—Col.-North’s Mag- 
nificent Ball—Other Gossip of London.

Lonpon, Jan. 7.—The last development of 
the Morier incident is only another indica- 
tion of the bitterness of feeling against En- 
giand in Germany. It wouid have been wiser 
if Sir Robert had not raised the ops but 
nothing can justify the insolence of Count 
Herbert Bismarck's reply. It is only one of 
many signs of the way in which England is 
considered there. The Emperor’s anger is 
not one whit abated, and to that tune Count 
Herbert dances. It is known he is tne inti- 
mate friend and counselor of the Emperor, 
and in every way represents imperial senti- 
ment.and opinion, so it is easy to see in what 
direction that is flowing. The pro-English 
feelings of the Emperor Frederick, the 
strong English proclivities of the Empress, 
and the Morell Mackenzie incident added 
fuel to the flame, and we, may iook out fora 
good deal more Germaa insolence before we 
see the end of the friction. ‘The visitof the 
Prince of Wales to Berlin did not improve 
matters. He saw many things of which he 
did not approve, ventured to criticise and 
give advice, and was not too civilly told to 
look nearer home before he gave advice 
abroad,

He Led a Gay Life While the Stockholders 
Blew in a Million. 

New York Sun, Jan. 6: The people who 
were lost in the Electric Sugar blizzard 
touched their hats yesterday to the memory 
of Prot. Henry C. Friend, and admitted that 
he and the survivors of his bouschold—the 
widow, the Howards, and the Halsteds— 
were too sharp for lower Wall street. And 
with all. this the professor, they said, was a 
debauchee wk 4 and had died of alconol- 


ism. The w , they said, is as big and 
plain as Anh O' Della Spooks. Stepfather 
Howard kept up his end of the spook sugar 
business at the Hamilton avenue refinery 
week days and preached and sung psaims as 
a lay preacher in South Brooklyn and from 
the New York City-Hall steps Sundays. The 
rest of the family appear to have been less 
noticeabie. The Halsteds, Gus and George, 
said when they went to 1 that they 
were going home to vote for Harrison and 
Morton. 

At the offices of the company, No. 69 Wall 
street, it was suggested yesterday that the 
professor was not dead at all. He died, if he 
died, two days before the blizzard of March 
12. When the suggestion that bis death and 
funeral were imitations got around to the 
men who had touched their hats to his mem- 
ory, they touched their hats again. But the 
story was quickiy disposed of by Lawson N. 
Fuller and W. H. Cotterill Jr., the son of the 
President of the company. 

„He's dead as a hammer,“ exclaimed Mr. 
Fuller. Don't you suppose I know! Why, 
he’s boxed up in the receiving vault in Trin- 
ity churchyard, One Hundred and fifty-fifth 
street, almost at my door. He's dead as a 
cobolestone, I tell you.“ 5

FRIEND'S STABLE OF HORSES. 

The neighbors of the Friends and the How- 
ards when they lived at No. 227 East Sixtieth 
street remember them weil. It is a hand- 
some brown-stone front. 

The professor had a private stable in 
Fifty-third street.“ a neighbor said yester- 
gay, “and in it he had twenty-seven’ horses.

Others 
around him didn’t seem to care whether he 
had a doctor or not. Some of the neighbors, 
after the professor’s death, thought he had 
died rather suddenly. 

A FUNERAL AND NO NOTICE. 

„No notice of the death was published and 
there was not much of a funeral. There were 
simply two sleighs, in the first one of which 
was the coffin, with Mrs. Friend’s stepfather. 
Mr. Howard on the box. It was biizaard 
time, you remember. There was a second 
sleigh, in which were two men. Neither was 
Mr. Cotterill, who, you say, on the authority 
of his son, attended the funeral. I know 
Mr. Cotterill Sr. well, and I don’t care 
what his son says, 1 didn’t see him 
at the funeral or around the house that 
day. I was close by, too. After the death 
some of the neighbors called the attention of 
Capt. Gunner of the Fifty-ninth Street Sta- 
tion to the peculiarity of the funeral, which 
was enhanced by the professor’s known con- 
nection with the Electric Refining Company 
and the secret ocess.

„% After the death Mr. Howard came out in 
diamonds and great style.

Friend took steps to seil the horses 
and furniture. She sold twenty of the 
horses for | $3,850. Mr. Howard took a 
gray one for a park cab, and Mrs. Howard 
shipped a black one to Milan, Mich. The 
other five were got rid of as quickly as possi- 
bie. The buggies were also soid—the last 
one from the nouse in Sixtieth street. .Then 
Mrs. Friend went to Milan, and hasn’t been 
in New York since. It is a mistake to say 
that she and the Howards and Halsteds lived 
over the refinery in Atlantio avenue. Mrs. 
Friend hadu't been in New York to live 
anywhere since last March. She left Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard in possession of the Six- 
tieth street house and sent on her uncle, 
F. Hack of Milan, to arrange for the selling 
of the furniture. Auctioneer Silo of Liverty 
street sold it in April. Mr. and Mrs. How- 
ard then went to live at tne Madison Hotei, 
Madison avenue and Fifty-eignth street, and 
they lived there up to two weeks ago. I 
saw Mr. Howard at that time. When the 
household broke up a stabieman named 
Dexter and two other stable hands—

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ILLINOIS BAR ASSOCIATION 


OPENING DAY OF ITS TWELFTH An 
NUAL MEETING AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Thirty Members Present at the Morning 
sion—President Dent’s Address—Mr. 
Alfred Ennis Discussed Inter-State 
Commerce, Its Regulation and Taxa- 
tion—A Paper on “Ideal Law” by Mr. 
L. I. Coburn—Ethelbert Callahan of 
Robinson the Next President. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 8.— [Special. —A 
distinguished company ot gray-headed jurists, 
legal luminaries of the State of Illinois, as- 
sembled at 10 o’clock this morning in the 
Supreme Court room at the Capitol Builaing. 
They came to attend the twelfth annual meet- 
ing of the linois State Bar Association. A 
bright log fire burned in the Supreme Court 
Clerk's room that radiated its glow into every 
nook and corner of the meeting-room atijoin- 
ing. 

A pleasant half-hour’s social chat was in- 
duiged. in before President Dent called the 
meeting to order. A life-size oil painting of 
the late David Davis looked smilingly down 
upon the distinguished audience below from 
Its position on the wall behind the Presi- 
dent’s chair. 

At 10:30 a. m. President Dent opened the 
proceedings. About thirty members were 
present. Chicago sent in a good representa- 
tion, foremost among whom were Alfred 
Ennis, H. S. Bouteile, James H. Raymond, I. 
L. Coburn, E. E. Prussing. J. C. Richberg, 
and James B. Brad well. Rock Island was 
represented by Judge George W. Pleasants, 
the presiding Justice of the Third District 
Appellate Court. Gen. John I. Rinaker of 
Carlinville spent Eis time in alternate visits 
Lo the association meeting and the political 
caucuses at the Leiand, The venerable 
Gen. Lewis A. Parsons of Flora was 
also on hand. There is not a more striking 
character in the association, with his court- 
ly bearing and snow white locks. He has 
not missed a meeting since he joined the as- 
sociation. James S. Ewing, brother of the 
United States District Attorney in Chicago, 
and Calvin Rayburn represented Blooming. 
ton, while Springtieid sent as its repre- 
sentatives Robert Matheny, Norman L. Free- 
man, Stuart Brown, Alfred Orendort, and 
the Secretary of the association, Frank H. 
Jones. Other members present were Wili- 
iam Fuller of Clinton, C. C. Strawn of Ponti- 
ac, Jacob Creighton of Fairfield, James M. 
Riggs of Winchester, James M. Rice of 
Peoria, J. N. Irwinof Effingham, Luther 
Dearborn of Aurora, Harry Higbee of Pitts- 
field, A. N. Yancey of Bunker Hill, Anthony. 
Thoraton of Shelbyville, one of the original 
charter members of the association, and 
Juage David McCullagh of Peoria. 

At the morning session the reports of the 
various committees were presented. Alfred 
Orendorf, for the Committee on Admission, 
reported favorably on the applications of 
lawyers George W. Jones of Fairtiela and W. 
A. Northcott of Greenville for membership, 
and they were elected unanimously. 

At 2 o’clock President Dent delivered his 
address before the association. The Judges 
of the Supreme Court attended in a body. 

PRESIDENT DENT’S ADDRESS. 

President Thomas Dent reviewed the most 
important events that happened within the 
last year in the legal profession of this State, 
including the elevation of Melville W. Fuller, 
a former President of the association, to pre- 
side over the Supreme Court of the Unitea 
States. He then went over the general prin- 
ciples of law, quoting definitions from De- 
mosthenes down through the ages, and gave 
a comprehensive account of the development 
of the Constitution of Illinois, which devel- 
oped in the direction of liberality in admit- 
ting clients to citizenship and in trusting the 
people with as much of government as me 
sible upon the principle of Thomas Jeffer- 
son—‘* The peace of a State or Nation will be 
best preserved by ving information 
to the 1 r. Dent thought 
“the law’s delays” were a good and 
necessary thing, as judgment would proceed 
more safely and accurately if some time was 
allowed to elapse—in criminal cases, for in- 
stance—between the commission of a crime 
and the trial. He commended the State Leg- 
islature for the conferring upon the people 
the right of electing the Justices of the Su- 

reme Court and of governing themselves 
ocally in township organization. He con- 
trasted the peaceful evolution of the organic 
law of the land with the violence that at- 
tended similar changes in 1848 and after in 
Europe. Tue legal profession should not be 
too exciusive, but rely upon the wisdom and 
patriotism of rulers and péople alike, not 
forgetting that public spirit in our profes- 
sion, as well as on the part of the people 
generally, is one of the especial safeguards 
which our present organization should not 
overiook.”’ 

It was getting more difficult than ever to 
attain excellence in the profession. The 
need of a preparation which would corre- 
spond with the growth of science and geueral 
mental culture was plainiy apparent. As in 
all branches of industry, a division of labor 
was beginning to be developed in tne legal 
profession, and the choice of speciaities was 


to be commended. 


ALFRED ENNIS’ PAPER. 

Alfred Ennis read an exhaustive paper on 
„% Commerce—lnatra-State and Inter-State; Its 
Regulation and Taxation.“ After describ- 
ing the origin of commerce in barter and its 
development and extension to all the civil- 
ized nations of the earth, Mr. Ennis took up 
the growth of commerce #ithin the United 
States from the earliest ties, and proceeded 
to discuss such enactments by the General 
Government or the States as had a bearing 
on the general subject. He defined and dis- 
cussed intra-State commerce, defining it, in 
brief, as commerce exclusively local or in- 
ternal to a State. Inter-State commerce was, 
in brief, commerce which was not exciusive- 
ly local. 

Taking up the subject of regulation and 
taxation, he said, among other things: 

When the people composing the American col- 
onies withdrew their allegiance to the British 
Government all the political power originally in- 
herent in them reverted 1 9 — and was 
vested in them. Afterwards they chose to dele- 
gate alisuch power to the States except such 

art thereof as was expressly deiega to the 

nited States. There was withheid from the 
States and expressly delegated to Congress the 
power “to reguiate commerce with foreign na- 
tions and among the several States and with the 
Indian tribes. , 

There was also withheld from the States ana 
from the United States cal poe a to lay taxes 
or duties on articles expo from any State, 
or to give preference, by any regulation of com- 
meree or revenue, to the ports of one State over 
those of another, or to require any vessel bound

I. L. COBURN ON “IDEAL LAW. 

The last speaker was Mr. L. L. Coburn, a 
Chicago lawyer. His topic, “Ideal Law. 
was treated froma liberal standpoint. It 
was well received and made a good im- 
pression. 

Mr. Coburn advocated restrictions by law 
that would secure to every person the ideas 
he produced as the law guarantees to the 
artisan the product of his labor. This should 
include both the ideas of authors and of in- 
ventors; in short, there should be sufficient 
copyright and poses laws, the present laws 
being totally inadequate, use they had
